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“The Chamber of. Commerce is the only central 
organization in which citizens of all classes and 
creeds can meet on common ground, and join effort 
in doing those things which the community needs.” 
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The first year of the Aurora Chamber of Commerce closed December 31, 1920, 
with a roster of 960 members in good standing. 


When the American City Bureau organized the Chamber, they estimated a 
possible 10% loss of the membership the first year, and we are very happy to report 
that the percentage of loss is but a fraction over 5%. 


The Board desires to emphasize the fact that they have been guided in their 
actions by what they interpreted to be the wishes of the membership. 


The Chamber of Commerce idea has materially changed in the past ten years. 
The institution can no longer be regarded as a factory grabbing organization, the 
tool of a specific element or kind of business, or anything of a similar character. 


It is a civic institution, having as its chief fundamental purpose the creating 
of sentiment for the promotion of activities for the good of the city and against 
those things which would prove detrimental. 


As we enter the new year, the future looms bright for a decidedly more effec- 
tive program than that consummated during this first year of the Chamber’s exis- 
tence. This condition may be attributed to three reasons, First—the work of 
organization has been accomplished, the headquarters fully equipped; Second—the 
gaining of individual, as well as collective support has been acquired thru the en- 
listing of committee workers, resulting in the development of many enthusiastic 
boosters for the Chamber: Third—additional revenue, to the amount of our organ- 
ization expense, available for committee work. 


The work of the Chamber of Commerce is done very largely by Committees, 
and the Board of Directors is very much indebted to those who have been appointed, 
for their faithful service. 


The Board of Directors is also very much indebted to the Aurora Beacon-News, 
the Kiwanis Club, Womans Relief Corps, and all other institutions and agencies 
which have given support to the Chamber during the past year. 


Unquestionably, the next few years will be the greatest years in the history of 
America, and it is therefore imperative that we should have a well organized and 
well financed Chamber of Commerce, which will make a business of seeing that - 
Aurora gets its full share of the industrial, commercial and social prosperity. 


We submit herewith the first Annual Report, with full confidence that it will 
demonstrate to even the most critical individual that it has, thus far, justified its 
existence, and promises even greater accomplishments for the new year and the 
years to come. - 

The accomplishments of a Chamber of Commerce necessarily reflect the spirit 
of service and co-operation, as well as civic pride, which exists not only in a com- 
munity but in the individual.

PLANK NO. 1—HOUSING 


A special committee interviewed bankers, manufacturers, labor organizations 
and others, for the purpose of determining the possibility and practicability of 
building houses. 

The American City Bureau was engaged to promote the financial campaign, 
and the firm of Clark & Walcott to supervise the Construction. 

A very comprehensive housing plan was developed, which failed only because 
sufficient finance could not be raised if houses were built on the Closed Shop Plan, 
and because the building trades would not work on the Open Shop basis. 

It is the purpose of the Chamber to again agitate a housing program as quickly 
as conditions will warrant such action. 


PLANK NO. 2—PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


__A special committee was appointed for the purpose of investigating the advis- 
ability of building a swimming pool in Phillips Park. 

Committee employed engineers, who estimated that the swimming pool, as 
specified, could not be built for the proposed $40,000 bond issue. The committee 
reported the plan was not practical, and that the pool as specified would cost at 
least $75,000. 

WN This report was given to the public prior to the spring election, at which time 
‘. the bond issue was defeated. 


PLANK NO. 3—BRIDGES

J The Bridge Committee is engaged at this time in the development of a com- 
.§ prehensive program for additional bridges spanning the Fox River. 
N The Bridge Committee has placed the Chamber on record as favoring the 
floating of a bond, issue of sufficient proportion to provide for the construction of 
Q all necessary bridges, to be built in the order of their relative importance to the 
“\. city’s future development.

PLANK NO. 4—COMBINATION OF SCHOOL SYSTEMS

yo PLANK NO. 5—PUBLIC REST ROOMS

: The Aurora Theatres Company is completing a public rest room and comfort 
~tation in the building formerly occupied by the Aurora Beacon-News, and the City 

has completed a combination bandstand and comfort station in Lincoln Park. As 
© a result, the Chamber has taken no action in the matter of providing additional 
© rest rooms. 
PLANK NO. 6—STREET IMPROVEMENT 


X At the request of many members, the Chamber appointed a special committee 
to investigate the expenditure of the Wheel Tax Fund. This report was given to 
the public. 
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PLANK NO. 7—GOOD ROADS 


The Good Roads Committee and others appeared before the State Highway 
Commission in April and again in November on the question of routing and paving 
of the Cannon Ball Trail. 

The Good Roads Committee, thru persistent effort, was very largely responsible 
in securing the promise of the State to give priority after the opening of the State’s 
1921 Good Roads Program, to the Cannon Ball hard road from Chicago through 
Aurora. 

The Committee raised $455.00 for memberships in the Cannon Ball Trail Asso- 
ciation and Lincoln Highway Association. 

The Committee furnished detailed information to the Rand-McNally Company 
concerning highways leading into and thru Aurora. 

The Committee waited upon the Mayor, City Clerk and Chief of Police to 
suggest that truck traffic be regulated to prevent the overloading of the paved streets 
of the city. 

The Automobile Club asked for the co-operation of the Good Roads Committee 
in presenting a plan to the city whereby the moneys derived from the Wheel Tax 
ordinance would be spent in maintaining the paved streets of the city. . 

A special road marker was placed at the corner of New York St. and Farnsworth 
Avenue, for the purpose of more clearly defining the route leading out of the city 
toward Chicago. 

The Good Roads Committee endorsed the action of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce relative to the bringing about of a uniform traffic system for the entire 
state. 

The Good Roads Committee secured several road maps for use in the office 
in directing tourists. 

The Committee proposed a Good Roads Day for the purpose of placing gravel 
on the road from Aurora to Naperville. The plan could not be carried out for the 
reason that a sufficient quantity of gravel could not be secured at the time. 


PLANK NO. 8—CITY PLANNING 

The Chamber is co-operating with the Illinois Chamber of Commerce in its 
effort to bring about necessary legislation to facilitate city planning. 

A conference was held in Decatur of representatives from the several organ- - 
ization members of the Illinois Chamber, on December 7th. 

The State Chamber will bring the matter of legislation re: City Planning and 
Zoning to the attention of the Legislature at its next session. 

It is the purpose of the Board of Directors to bring the question of a City Plan 
for Aurora to the attention of the membership and the city during the coming year. 
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Other Activities 


TRAFFIC BUREAU 


The Chamber, upon investigation found sentiment in favor of the organization 
of a Traffic and Transportation Bureau. Mr. C. 8S. Bather of Rockford was secured 
to explain the program of the Traffic Association of Rockford to representatives of 
Aurora’s Commecrial and Industrial organizations. 


_ Favorable sentiment prompted a resolution to be addressed to the Board of 
Directors, requesting the work of promoting a Traffic Bureau be carried forward. 


If sufficient interest is manifested to guarantee its support, the Chamber will 
install the service at the earliest possible moment. 


TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHT RATES 


The Chamber brought to the attention of the Illinois Chamber of Commerce, 
about two hundred local Chambers and the Inter-State Commerce Commission, the 
practice of transportation companies levying charges in American money on ship- 
ments to points in Canada, which as a result of the exorbitant exchange rate, is 
causing discrimination against American products on the part of Canadian purchasers. 

The Illinois Chamber made a thorough investigation and reported that the 
Inter-State Commission had ruled in favor of the practice. 

At the suggestion of certain local merchants, the Chamber secured a change of 
the evening car schedule to Batavia-to accommodate employees working in local 
retail stores. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The Chamber of Commerce was instrumental in assisting the Mulholland Bros. 
to locate in Aurora, and further assisted by making it possible for that organization 
to lay their proposition of increasing their capital stock, before a group of represen- 
tative business men. 

Nearly 100 communications have been received by the Chamber from manu- 
facturers employing from a very few to three or four thousand employees, who 
either desire to locate a branch plant or their entire industry in Aurora. 

Owing to the housing conditions, and until very recently the labor shortage, 
it has been the policy of the Board to discourage rather than encourage the coming 
of manufacturing institutions. 

The expansion of several of our local industries was an added reason for the 
attitude taken by the Board of Directors. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN STOCK SALES 


The Chamber of Commerce, at the request of the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
investigated the possibility of providing suitable quarters for their annual March 
stock sale. 

The refusal of the C. B. & Q. Sheep Barns was secured, and at this time the 
Chamber is awaiting the reply of the Directors of the Holstein-Friesian association. 

The president and secretary of that organization, together with a committee 
from the Board of Directors, visited several sites in Aurora prior to their November 
annual meeting. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS FAIR AND EXPOSITION 


The Chamber of Commerce is co-operating with the temporary Board of Gover- 
nors of the Northern Illinois Fair and Exposition in every possible way. 

The Secretary of that organization is being provided with a desk in the Chamber 
office, with stenographic service and all other service possible for the Chamber to 
render. 
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SERVICE RENDERED THE AMERICAN LEGION 


The Chamber is providing the American Legion with desk space, telephone 
and some stenographic service, to assist them in the conduct of their program until 
they can be permanently located. 


Assisted the American Legion in the development of their membership campaign. 


Conducted a one-day campaign to raise a building fund for the Legion, and at 
this time the Ex-committee in charge is preparing a supplementary campaign to 
complete the fund necessary to provide the Legion with suitable quarters. 


Co-operated with the G. A. R., Spanish-American War Veterans and the Ameri- 
can Legion in an effort to secure a lease on the G. A. R. Memorial property which 
is owned by the city and upon which it is proposed to build an addition with the 
fund which is being raised by the Chamber. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING FOR EX-SERVICE MEN 


Secured promise from the Federal Board for Vocational Education to establish 
a training center in Aurora. 


The Chamber provided temporary quarters for the Director until more satis- 
factory quarters were secured in the Public Library. The Secretary waited upon 
the president of the Library Board and the Librarian, and as a result the training 
center is now located in that building. 


The Chamber assisted in providing tables and chairs and brought to the atten- 
tion of the Red Cross the Director’s need of a telephone. That organization im- 
mediately ordered a telephone installed. 


SOCIAL SERVICE SURVEY 


The Board of Directors appointed a committee to investigate and discuss the 
making of a Social Service Survey. 


The Committee secured Miss Ruth Hill, a representative of the American 
Organization for Organizing Family Social Work, who made the report. 


The Committee, after making a careful analysis of the report as submitted 
by Miss Hill, recommended to the Board of Directors that the Chamber of Com- 
merce act on the suggestion embodied in the report, and invite representatives of 
the several social agencies of the city to meet, for the purpose of discussing the 
feasibility of organizing the proposed Council of Social Agencies. 


The Chamber will act on the recommendation of the Committee after January 
jes IES al 


INVESTIGATION OF SOLICITATIONS AND STOCK SALES 


The Chamber adopted principles relative to solicitations which were printed on 
6 x 9 cards to be hung in a conspicuous place in the offices and homes of the mem- 
bership. 


The Chamber investigated several stock selling propositions at the request of 
members. A few favorable reports were returned. However, favorable reports were 
in the minority. An investigation. was made of a land purchase made by an indi- 
vidual member and a favorable report was returned. 


Twelve investigations were made of solicitors. Favorable reports were returned 
on seven and unfavorable on five. 


The Chamber received many telephone calls from members who stated that 
they had referred solicitors to the office of the Chamber for an indorsement, prior 
to making a contribution or purchase, but in practically all instances the solicitor 
or salesman did not appear. It can be taken for granted that the solicitors thus 
disposed of, represented a proposition that would not bear investigation. 
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INTER-CITY VISITATION CONFERENCE 


Representatives of the Chamber of Commerce of Elgin, Joliet and Aurora spent 
three days in July investigating the civic, philanthropic, commercial and industrial 
development of the three cities. More than one hundred representative citizens 
participated. Dr. J. Bradford Pengelly of Flint, Michigan, addressed the delegates 
and others at the banquet held at the Aurora Country Club. 


As a result of the three days investigation, a permanent organization will be 
effected for co-operation in inter-community development. Dr. R. E. Hieronymous, 
Community Adviser of the University of Illinois helped direct the program. 


AVIATION 


An investigation was made relative to the advisability of establishing a Muni- 
cipal Landing Field for Aurora. The proposed Northern Illinois Fair and Exposition 
intends to provide a landing field and, therefore, the Chamber has withheld further 


action. 
SCHEDULING OF DATES 


At the request of representatives of several local organizations, the Chamber 
of Commerce will establish a “‘scheduling of dates’’ service. 


The several philanthropic, fraternal, social and religious organizations of the 
city will be communicated with after January lst, asking their co-operation in the 
registering of dates for financial campaigns, membership campaigns, banquets, social 
functions, etc., for the convenience of other organizations desiring to arrange dates 
for their specific programs.

Mr. B. P. Alschuler read the Proposed Constitution 
and By-laws and after each section was re-read and discussed, a motion was made, 
seconded and duly carried that the suggested By-laws be adopted. 


Prof. R. O. Stoops, Supt. of the Schools of Joliet, Ill., was the speaker of the 
evening. He outlined the method used by the Joliet Association of Commerce in 
building its program of work and other activities of interest relative to that organ- 
ization. 


SUBJECT: HOUSING. 


A meeting of the membership was called for the purpose of discussing the housing 
situation in Aurora. The meeting was held in the Council Chamber of the City 
Hall, March 2nd, 1920, S. K. McDowell of the Forum Committee presiding.

Dr. Garner of the University of Illinois was secured to address the Forum on 
the subject of ““Commission Form of Government,’ and was asked to discuss the 
subject pro and con.
